Calls 
sent out under the act will bring 
29,750 men into non-permanent ac- 
tive militia training centres next 
Wednesday, and a_ total of about 
240,000 in the next 12 months 

The Canadian Active Service 
force at home and overseas now 
numbers about 165,000 men on 
full-time service. 


The non-permanent active militia
